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edie Leste Dead? 


The Republican party having scored an overwhelming victory in the 
United States Presidential elections on a platform of opposition to the 
League of Nations fathered by President Wilson, confident assertions are 
made throughout the big republic that the League is dead. 

Speaking on the night of the election when it became apparent that the 
Republicans had swept the country, Senator Boran, of Idaho, a strong op- 
ponent of the League, declared that he regarded the clection “as the 
triumph of nationa‘ism and the death of the League of Nations.” Two days 
later, on November 4, in his first speech as Presidcnt-elect, Senator Harding 
said “the Versailles League of Nations is now deceased.” 

Do these prominent American politicians really believe that because 
the United States disapproves of the covenant of the League, and refuses to 
become a party of it, that, therefore, all the other nations of the world will 
abandon the League? Surely not. Some forty naions haye already joined 
the League of Nations entered into an offensive and defensive alliance, 
while another group entered into a similar arrangement, the natural and in- 
evitable result being that each group sought to outdo the other in the piling 
up of armaments, and the tax-burdened people of each were made to bear 
the load upon the specious plea that it was necessary that they should main- 
tain great armics and navies because the others were doing so. \ 

The League of Nations was designed to protect all; to provide a guar- 
antce of peace should any one nation seck to act aggressively and unjustly 
against another. There is nothing aggressive about the League; it is 
purely defensive—a policeman of the world. * And it is inconceivable that 
the nations of the world will “scrap” this institution of mutual protection 
merely because the United States decides to stay out of this common world 
brotherhood. 

Undoubtedly, the covenant of the League is not perfect. How could 
it be expected to be arrived at, as it was, during the heat of aroused war- 
time passions. But no human legislation or institution set up by mere 
man is perfect, and certainly not in its initial stages. There was never an 
Act of Parliament or Congress passed that did not later call for amend- 
ment in the light of actual experience. The League covenant is not like 
the laws of the Medes and Persians, unchangeable. It will be altered and 
improved and strengthened as the years pass. But it provides common 
ground upon which a!l nations and peoples can meet, and through goodwill 
and co-operation it can be extended and bettered. 

The recent election in the United States may mean that the League is 
dead so far as that country itself is concerned, although even that is doubt- 
ful. Taught for over ome hundred years that they should have no entang- 
ling alliances with, or take part in the quarrcls of European nations, the 
American Government and-pcople strove mightily to kcep out of the Great 
War. But the world today with its wireless, airships, submarines and so 
many time and distance annihilating devices, is not the world of George 
Washington’s time. No nation can live unto itself alone, and this the 
United States was fina!ly forced to admit by its entry into the war. 

The American people may still clesire to keep aloof and free from the 
difficulties of the Old World, and decline to accept responsibility for the 
order and good government of the world at large, but they will discover 
sooner or later that such isolation is not possible. Asa great creditor na- 
tion, with Europe owing it many billions of do'lars, the United States is 
deeply concerned in the restoration of peace and order in Europe and in 
the maintenance of peace there. Removed though it be by some thou-| 
sands of miles of sea from Europe, the Great War disclosed the-fact that 
the oceans of the world do not constitute an impregnable defence. In the 
days of small and slow-going occan vessels, the United States could afford 
to ignore war-like preparations in Europe. - It can do sono longer. Fur- 
thermore, as a nation engaged in trade and commerce all over the world, the 
United States, and every interest in that country, is vital'y concerned in the 
establishment and maintenance of stable political conditions everywhere. 


The League of Nations is not dead. Certainly, no party election in the 
United States can kill it, Its form may change with the passage of time, 
but the principles upon which it is founded must live if th’s old world is 
not again to be plunged into the unspeakable horrors of universal warfare 
on an even more gigantic and destructivé scale than prevailed between 
August, 1914, and November, 1918.

The city-bred 
person makes the fatal mistake 
of judging by outside appearanc- 
es, To the city-trained eye there 
are two classes of persons, one 
wearing overalls and the other 
wearing white collars. The form- 
er class work with their hands. 
The latter class work with their 
brains. That is the superficial 
judgment, which ignores the fact 
that there is a very great deal of 
clear, hard thinking done today 
by the men wearing overalls. At 
any rate, the farmer belongs to 
both classes. The more he under- 
stands of those discoveries, which 
it is the business of the agricul- 
tural college to make, the more 
he absorbs the teaching which it 
is the business of the college to

German Air Raiders. 

A sensation has been caused by the 
revelation of the secret plans of a 
“fake Paris” built about fifteen miles 
outside the city limits to attract Ger- 
man Gothas during their night raids, 
thus preserving the real Paris Pah 
their bombs, 

By means of thousands of wooden 
huts, miles of canvas and a series of 
railroad stations, trains and factory 
sites were created which imitated to 
perfection the real ones. 

The. Easern Railway Station, for 
instance, was constructed at about 
ten miles north of the city, with its 
buildings, moving trains, signals, and 
a factory nearby apparently going 
at full blast. 

To stimulate a station, wooden 
framework was covered by transpar- 
ent canvas. Lit from below the ef- 
fect was that of huge vaulted domes 
like the real railroad stations, When 
the Gothas were signalled the lights 
were lowered sufficiently to make it 
scem an altempt was made to hide 
the station in darkness. 

For more than two miles beyond 
the fictitious station were fictitious 
trains coniposed of a series of wood- 
en panels, the size of the usual rail- 
roud car, placed flatly on the 
ground, -To both sides of the panels 
ran a border of light which from 
above, sceined fike the reflection 
fron lighted windows. Special elec- 
trical arrangement made it appear, 
at times, ag if the trains were moving. 

Minute plans had been made to 
transport a false “heart of Paris,” 
the Saint Germain forest, some fif- 
teen miles away, while about tivelve 
miles to the west, a huge factory 
town was to have been simulated. 
The armistice. however, prevented 
the carrying out of these plans, and 
Mr. Jacopzzi, the inventor of the 
ingenious “town camouflaging sys- 
tem’ is now looking for another war 
with other air raids to be able to 
perfect his ideas.

Valuable Clays in B. C 


Bentonits, A Soluble Clay of Great 
Commercial Value Is Found at 
Merritt, 

A valuable discovery has recently 
becn made at Merritt, British Colum- 
bia. as a result of an inquiry from the 
British Imperial authoritics, asking 
for information as to possible de- 
posits in Canada of bentonite, a valu- 
able light yellow soluble clay, in 
appearance something like soapstone 
for which great industrial possibilities 
are developing. It is all the more. 
valuable for the reason that there are 
very few known deposits in the world, 
the principal, so far as commercial ex- 
tent is concerned, being in Wyom- 
ing, U.S.A., where it occurs in con- 
nection with coal deposits similar to 

those of Nicola Valley. 

After looking over small deposits 
of this clay in Alberta, the Investigat- 
ing engineer came across a large de- 
posit of the finest bentonite, nine feet 
in thickness, at Merritt, the best ben- 
tonite as the samples taken appear to 
be, is a soluble clay, composed of the 
finest imaginable atoms and absolute- 
ly free from grit. The clay, which 
is as hard as a reck, so that it has to 
be quarried, when dry, almost in- 
stantly dissolves when placed in 
water, into a perfectly smooth, cream- 
like substance, It is used in -the 
arts as a filler for finishing papers 
and for certain textiles, anda greatly 
increased demand would appear to 
have recently developed, partly owing 
to the scarcity of the article.
